RASPBERRY SUNDAE CUP CAKES 


1 l / 4 cups sifted cake flour 
2/3 cup granulated sugar 
3 teaspoons baking powder 

1 teaspoon almond extract 

1 pkt. raspberry jelly powder 


1/3 cup shortening 
Hi teaspoon salt 
cup milk 
1 egg 


Have shortening at room temperature. Assemble all 
ingredients and utensils needed. Grease cup cake tins. 
Sift flour once before measuring. Preheat oven to bak¬ 
ing temperature—375 degrees F. Sift into large bowl 
flour, sugar, salt and baking powder. Add shortening 
(soft), milk, almond extract. Beat at medium speed for 
two minutes (or 120 strokes by hand). Add egg, un¬ 
beaten, and beat for one minute longer. Fill cup cake 
pans little over half full.

Then from raspberry jelly package take y 4 teaspoon powder for each cup cake. Sprinkle over top 
and swirl five or six times to create marbled effect when baked. Bake 15 minutes, or until golden 
brown. When baked, turn cakes out flat side down and let cool. 


ICING 

Raspberry Jelly powder 3 cups sifted icing sugar 7 tablespoons boiling water Walnuts 
V 2 cup shortening % teaspoon salt Maraschino cherries 

Dissolve remaining portion of jelly powder from package used for cup cakes in 7 tablespoons 
of boiling water. Cream shortening until fluffy. Add icing sugar gradually. Add jelly mixture 
and blend until smooth. Spread icing on rounded side of cup cakes. Sprinkle with chopped walnuts 
and top with half maraschino cherry each.

Envelopes will be obtained in the same manner as for the “Christmas Shopping’’ period. 

Department Signatures are responsible to see that the correct allowance percentage is marked 
on each Employee’s Envelope before signing it. 

All special envelopes must be turned into the D.A. Office, or the Mail Order Sales Room Cash
